PARIS, Jan. 15.—The question of 
whether the peace conference {is to be 
secret or wholly open to the eyes and 
ears of the world, the settlement of 
which has long been awaited, 
brought to a focus Wednesday, when 
it was announced that an agreement 
had been made to confine the tnfor- 
mation given to the public to a daily 
official communique and that a gen- 
tleman’s agreement prevailed among 
the delegates not to discuss or in any 
way give in formation of the meetings 
in the foreign office. 

No written official announcement 
of this purpose was issued, but word 
was passed out to this effect, and it 
was followed by an explosion which 
quite drowned out the doings of the 
peace com missioners.

Question of Representation 


PARIS, Jan. 16.—Hitherto it has 
been the practice of the governments 
taking part in the preliminary peace 
conference, says a statement given out 
by the official press bureau today, to 
issue separate memoranda on the pro- 
ceedings. From today it has been 
decided to issue a joint communication 
of which the following is the English 
text adopted by the British and Am- 
erican delegates, 

The president of the United States 
and the prime ministers of the Allied 
powers, assisted by the Japanese am- 
bassador in Paris and London, held 
two meetings today. In the course of 
these meetings, extension of the rules 
of the conference has been continued 
and almost completed, 

“It was decided that the United 
States, the British Empire, France, 
Italy and Japan should be represent- 
ed by five delegates each. The British 
dominions and India besides should 
be represented as follows: 

“Two delegates respectively for Can- 
ada, Australia, South Africa and India, 
including the native states, and one 
delegate for New Zealand, Brazil will 
have three delegates. Belgium, China, 
Greece, Poland, Portugal, the Czecho- 
Slovak republic, Roumania and Hibe- 
ria will have two delegates apiece; 
Siam one delegate, and Cuba,Guate- 
mala, Hayti, Honduras, Liberia, Nic- 
aragua and Panama one delegate each. 

“Montenegro will have one dele- 


gate, but the rules concerning the des- |» 


ignation of this delegate shall not be 
fixed until the moment when the po- 
litical situation in this country shall 
have been cleared up. 

“The meeting decided on two gen- 
eral principles! 

“1, Bach delegation betng a unit, 
the number of delegates forming it 
shall have no influence upon its status 
at the conference. 

“2, In the selection of its delegates 
each nation may avail itself of the 
panel system. This will enable each 
state at discretion to entrust its inter- 
ests to such persons as it may desig- 
nate. The adoption of the panel sys- 
tem will in particular enable the Brit- 
ish Empire to admit among its five 
delegtaes representatives of the Do- 
minions, including Newfoundland, 
which has no separate representation, 
and of India.”

STAFF INADEQUATE 


Women and Children Suf- 
fered as Result During 
Stormy Weather 


OTTAWA, Jan. 15—Complaints that 
conditions under which the dependents 
|of soldiers traveled on the transport 
Scandinavian were not satisfactory and 
| that there was much regrettable con- 
fusion and distress on the other side 
before the party sailed are borne out 
by the report of Col. H. B, Tremain, 
M.P, for Hants, NS, who was the 
conducting officer on that ship. The 
report, which was made to the officer 
{n charge of the clearing depot at 
Quebec, reached militia headquarters 
today and it is said that the conditions 
complained of will be at once made 
the subject of inquiry with the proper 
overseas authorities. 

The Scandinavian left England on 
December 31 last and the troops em- 
barked that afternoon. Dependents 


ear here was. 
n this point Tremain reports: 


“Among the dependents there was a 
great deal of misunderstanding and 
confusion. Some had boo ed third- 
class with the understanding they 
would travel first; others booked first- 
Claes and were put in the third-class.” 

As to @ accommodation and at- 
tendance given to the dependents, wo- 
men and children, the report goes on 
to say: 

“Accommodation offered to third- 
class dependents was anything but 
satisfactory for their comfort during 
the stormy weather which lasted for 
six days, The majority were women 
and little children from three months 
upwards. As these women were ter- 
ribly sick they were unable to look 
after either themselves or their chil- 
dren, and the staff of stewards, stew- 
ardesses and nurses were inadequate 
to deal with the conditions, The situa- 
tlon was partly relieved by details 
from other ranks. This arrangement

j attention of the nurse.” 
} Food Not So Bad 

The food served was satisfactory, 
aside from a few minor complaints at 
the beginning of the voyage which 
were immediately rectified. Col, Tre- 
| main reporta, however, that there was 
no preparation for feeding very emall 
jechildren and that consequently they 
suffered considerable discomfort. It 
is also stated that the hospital accom- 
modation was too small. The health 
of the officers and other ranks was 
good, but “the dependents kept the 
hospital filled during the entire voy- 

" 


Two discharged soldiers and two de- 
pendents died on board. 

“The senior medical officer,” Col, 
Tremain states, ‘was untiring and 
kept the situation in hand, preventing 
a possible catastrophe.” 

As a possible preventative of the 
recurrence of the conditions obtain- 
ing on the Scandinavian, Col, Tremain 
makes three suggestions as follows: 

Fuller detalls {n reference to travel- 
ing, embarkation and disposition of 
dependents should be given to the men 
in England. 

There should be an Increased staff 
of nurses, stewards and stewardesses 
on all boats carrying dependents. 

Special preparation should be made 
for the accommodation and feeding of 
women and children,

Additional 
lekislation by congress is necessary to 
make it operative, and groundwork 
for this already has been laid The 
legislation will prescribe penalties for 
violations of the amendment and de- 
termine how and by what agencies 
the law shall be enforced. 

May Be “Dry” in July 

If ratification is completed

LONDON, Jan. 15.—In the absence 
of a definite policy from the Allies 
| concerning the manner in which Ger- 
many shall make compensation for 
|the dependents of submarine victims 
|}among seamen, the executive com- 
| mittee of the International Federation 
|of Seafarers has evolved a plan 
| which the officials hope to force the 
| peace conference to act. The com- 
|mittee has called an 
conference in London on February 24, 
at which the British delegates will 
present a resolution providing that 
the seamen will not man any ships 
going or coming from an enemy coun- 
try until the proper compensation is 
agreed upon. 

J. Havelock Wilson, president of the 
International Seamen's union, sald to 
the Associated Press today: 

“It seems that the British states- 
men and those of other nations have 
been tog busy to think of the seamen 
in preparing for the conference, 80 
we will take the matter into our own 
hands itn the hope of emphatically 
bringing to the notice of the peace 
conference the possibility for taking 
care of our people. 

“I have no doubt that the confer- 
ence will adopt a resolution providing 
that no food shall go to Germany 
until these dependents are compen- 
sated.” 

The leaders of the seamen, itnclud- 
ing Andrew Furuseth, of the United 
States, expect that the February con- 
ferenee will adopt a universal wage 
scale. The leaders hope that this 
question will not be taken up by the 
peace conference or that wages will 
not be mentioned in the peace treaty.

Noble Work iy the Red Cross 
to Relieve Flu Sufferers 


What ts the Red Cross doing now? 

The war is over. No longer the 
ambulance filled with wounded men 
are rolling up to the doors of the hos- 
pitals; no longer are the stretcher- 
bearers busy on the field of battle. 
The guns are silent; the fighting is 
done. 

Yet, at the ringing of the peace 
bells there are many things which did 
not happen. 

The sick men did not at oneg grow 
well; the wounded were not, all at 
once, healed of their wounds; the 
shell-shocked nervous men did not at 
once come back to normal. These | 
men are still in need of hospital and 
other comforts, and as long as there 
ig one man sick or in need the Red 
Cross will still be found doing its 
work of mercy, They will stand by 
until all is over. Then the Red Cross, 
whose mission is to bring help to the 
suffering, no matter where they are, 
or who they are, bas undertaken an- 
other work which lies nearer home 
and appeal for which ia, therefore, 
all the more urgent 

During thé recent epidemic the Red 
Cross sent out twenty-five thousand 
dollars’ worth of supplies, and their! 
timely aid in giving sheets, plilow| 
covers, pneumonia jackets, and other 
necessities relitved many a situation 
which otherwise would have been ces- 
perate. Those who heiped to fighi 
influenza know what the Red Cross 
has meant to us in these last few 
months 

The influenga epidemic is not over. 
In many districts it is still raging. In| 
others it has taken away the father 
or mother, or both, leaving small 
children in great need, The health 
department has done and ts doing ex- 
cellent work in finding out cases of 
distress, and relieving them. But 
when the mother has been taken, the 
family needs something more than 
groceries or coal. Some of ,the con- 
sclentious objectors — who always 
know who should do things—say ‘Let 
the municipalities look after their 
own poor!” That is quite right in 
theory, and in reality the munioipali- | 
ties are willing to do what they can; 
but municipalities have not, as a rule, 
supplies of night dresses or bedding, 
Not many municipalities are “handy | 
with the needle." Neither are they) 
good knitters, The Red Cross does 
not relieve the municipality from re- 
sponsibility, It does not aim at re- 
lieving the department of health of 
responsibility, It steps in and ‘elps. 
It does what neither the municipality 
nor the department could eyer do—it 
supplies hands, healing, helping 
hands, 


A Sample Case 

Here's a sample case—one of many: 
A Woman's Institute woman, and one 
of the most devoted Red Cross work- | 
ers, came into the office on Thursday. 
She lives less than a dozen miles from 
Being a Red Cross work- 
er of long standing, she knew where 
to get what she wanted for the smit- 
ten families in her district. In one 
house where she had gone she found 
severa) children {ll With the ‘flu; the 
mother in bed, dead; one baby ill by 
her side, the littlest one nursing at 
her cold breast. This is not an isolat- 
ed case. We all know that the ‘flu 
has been heaviest on young mothers. 

The Woman's Institute woman ex- 
Plained what she wanted. S&he knew 
exactly how many children there were 
to be clothed, and when she went 
back she took with her a roll of flan- 
nelette, one of unbleached cotton, one | 
of print, and wool for thirty pairs of

stockings. Her society will make 
them up. She ald not take the/ 
already made-up garments, for she 


knew they were needed more urgently 
in some other districts, where there 
Was no one to sew.

pay roll foot up approximately $60,000 
for a playing period of about five and 
a half monthé. With a club roster of 
| 22 players, the average will be $500 
per player per month. The new rule 
| also carries a penalty in the form of a 
fine of $5,000 for every infraction of 
the rule, 
Salary Imitation was the outstand- 
ing feature of the all day sessions of 
the National league, and the National 
association of professional baseball 
clubs, The minor organization finally 
agreed upon the form of request for 
the lifting of the draft regulations and 
the senior major leaguers went on 
record regarding a number of pro- 
posed changes which they desire the 
American league to jointly adopt at

Must Join New Western Canada 
League or Go Without 
Pro. Ball 


Duluth’s decision to stick to semi- 
pro baseball this coming season will 
necessarily mean that Winnipeg will 
either have to join in with the new 
Western Canada league or go without 
professional baseba!! for another year. 

From the standpoint of quality of 
baseball, there is little doubt that the 
Western Canada league will furnish a 
better article than would be possible 
with the old Northern. The Western 
Canada league has always been noted 
for playing a high grade of baseball. 

The old Western Canada league has 
furnished many young players for the 
major leagues as well as the class A 
circuits, and the scouts have always 
regarded the W.C.L. as one of the 
best training organizations in all of 
America, 

Of the old Saskatoon team of 1918, 
practically half of the players went 
to faster company. Practically the 
same can be said of the Moose Jaw 
team of that year, the star of which 
was Bobby Steele, the little southpaw, 
who is delivering the goods in the 
majors now. 

Bill Hurley, the former Saskatoon 
pilot, is now in Seattle and writes that 
the opportunities for the Western 
Canada magnates to make money 
from the sale of players this coming 
season will be greater than ever be- 
fore.
